Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 5/8/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The argument presented on page 16, second paragraph, lines 1-4 have been 
addressed in the Final Office Action (2/8/06). The current examiner maintains the 
previous rejection. The URL is provided to the "Online Information Providers" (detailed 
information furnishing means) by the access controller. The rejection stands. 

The argument presented on page 16, paragraph 2, line 4 through page 17, line 3 
have been considered, but are not persuasive. The applicant argues that combination 
of Wolzien and Mathews is not valid. The applicant feels that there is no motivation in 
Mathews to be used in a commercial system. The EPG disclosed by Mathews (figure 5) 
shows a description of a Seinfeld episode. This description is interpreted as being 
equivalent to a commercial as it is an additional piece of information designed to entice 
the user to watch that particular show. The combination is valid, and the rejection 
stands.
